emakes, word-of-mouth hits and big-budget 

failures were the talk of the industry in 2018, 
which will be remembered as a tough year overall 
for Korean investors. Given the underperformance of 
almost all the industry's ambitious big-budget releases, 
and the stronger than expected performance of many 
mid-budgeted dramas and genre films, the results of 
2018 may cause some of the major studios to rethink 
their production strategies in the coming years. 


The biggest release of the year was the one sure-fire 
hit of 2018, Along With the Gods : The Last 49 Days. 
A sequel to the phenomenally successful A/ong With 
the Gods : The Iwo Worlds, which sold a stunning 14.4 
million tickets during its release at the end of 2017, 
the film is an effects-heavy fantasy set in the realm of 
the afterlife. Given that the second film in the series 
was to be released at the height of the peak summer 
box office season, and that popular star Don LEE (MA 
Dong-seok) would be joining the cast, expectations 
were high that the sequel might even exceed the ticket 
sales of the original (which currently ranks as the 
second-highest grossing Korean film of all time). 


Ultimately 7he Last 49 Days fell short of that goal, 
topping out at a still-very-impressive 12.3 million 
admissions. The reason for the slightly reduced 


numbers is unclear, given that the critical and popular 
reception of the second film was similar to the original. 
Nonetheless, sensing an opportunity to emulate 
Hollywood and perhaps turn this into a long-term 
franchise, director KIM Yong-hwa and producer WON 
Dong-yeon quickly announced plans for a third and 
fourth film in the series. Given that it is the underlying 
fictional world, originally created as a webtoon by Joo 
Ho-min, rather than any particular narrative thread that 
has been the prime attraction for viewers, the potential 
for sequels and remakes of this property seems 
virtually unlimited. A TV drama is also reportedly in the 
works. 


“4 Pa & 
ALONG WITH THE GODS : THE LAST 49 DAYS 
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Along With the Gods : The Last 49 Days was budgeted 
at 20.5 billion won (approximately US$18.2 million), 
but it was far from the only big-budget release of 
2018. Indeed, perhaps the most notable trend of the 
year was the unprecedented number of productions 
that were budgeted at 10 billion won (US$8.9 million) 
or higher, which is considered the definition of a big- 
budget blockbuster in Korea. This is due in part to the 
increased ambition and risk-taking of a few studios, in 
particular the distributor N.E.W. which is 15% owned 
by China's Huace Film & TV. But at the same time, the 
cost of making films in Korea has risen considerably 
in recent years, aS agreements on working hours and 
overtime pay have pushed up labor costs. In this way, 
films that might have been budgeted at 7 or 8 billion 
won three years ago have now been pushed into 
blockbuster territory. 


In total, more than a dozen mega-budget films were 
released in 2018, and the results were mediocre at best. 
At the time of this writing It was unclear how the trio of 
big-budget December releases (7he Drug King starring 
SONG Kang-ho, military thriller Jake Point starring HA 


THE GREAT BATTLE 
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Jung-woo, and director KANG Hyung-cheol's P.O.W./ 
tapdance spectacular Swing Kids) would perform in 
theaters, but in the first 11 months of the year, not a 
single release besides A/ong With the Gods : The Last 
49 Days managed to pass 6 million admissions. 


The most successful among this group was N.E.W.'s 
historical epic 7he Great Battle, which opened during 
the Chuseok holiday season in September. Based 
loosely on historical record and set in the 7th century, 
the film portrays the efforts of the citizens of Ans 
Fortress to hold off an 88-day attack by the Tang 
Dynasty army. Starring ZO In-sung in the lead role, the 
film cost a massive 21.5 billion won (US$19.1 million) 
to produce, and contained some of the year's most 
impressive action setpieces. Enjoying good word of 
mouth and decent critical support, 7he Great Battle 
recorded 5.4 million admissions, which may have been 
below some observers’ expectations, but was enough 
for the film to just barely break even. 


Another of the comparatively better-performing 
blockbusters was Believer, a remake of Hong Kong 





director Johnnie T0's 2013 feature Drug War. Directed 
by LEE Hae-young (7he Si/enced, 2015), the movie 
examines the drug trade — a topic rarely explored in 
Korean cinema — and succeeded with a combination 
of strong acting, a complex plot and striking visuals. It 
also featured a showstopping supporting performance 
by actor KIM Joo-hyuk, who tragically passed away at 
the end of 2017. Despite being released in late May, 
a season typically avoided by big-budget local films, 
strong word of mouth pushed the film to a final tally of 
5.1 million admissions. 


Meanwhile, /he Spy Gone North by director YOON 
Jong-bin (Nameless Gangster : Rules of the Time) 
was an unusual project in that despite being in the 
upper range in terms of its budget (16.5 billion won, or 
US$14.7 million), the film broke from genre conventions 
in presenting a spy story from a more realistic, less 
dramatized perspective. Based on a true story from the 
1990s, the film features HWANG Jung-min as a spy 
who poses as a businessman in order to make contact 
with North Korean officials in Beijing. Highly praised 
by critics, the film premiered in the Midnight Section 
of the Cannes Film Festival before opening in theaters 
in August, and selling a total of just under 5 million 
admissions. It would also go on to win many end-of- 
year awards for directing and acting. 


However a much greater number of big-budget 
releases struggled in 2018, setting off warning signs 
for the industry. Psychokinesis, director YEON Sang- 
ho's follow-up to his 2016 smash hit /rain to Busan, 
opened in January but suffered from poor word 
of mouth and ended up with just under 1 million 
admissions. The film, about a deadbeat father who 
develops psychokinetic powers, brought together an 
unusual mix of styles, genres and political symbolism, 
but ended up alienating a portion of its audience. 


In March, the novel adaptation Seven Years of Night trom 
director CHOO Chang-min (Masquerade, 2072) struggled 
to attract notice upon its release, and ended up with just 


over 500,000 admissions. Starring JANG Dong-gun and 
RYU Seung-ryong, the dark, brooding film tells the story of 
aman who accidentally hits an abused young girl with his 
car, and then makes the mistake of trying to hide the body. 


One of the biggest disappointments of the year was the 
major summer release ///ang - [he Wolf Brigade, from 
acclaimed director KIM Jee-woon (7he Age of Shadows). 
A remake of the cult Japanese animated feature Jin-roh : 
The Wolf Brigade (1999), the film imagines a near future in 
which the two Koreas are on the cusp of reunification, and 
the economy has collapsed, leading to armed rebellion 
against the government. The film's primary conflict is 
between an elite, secretive police force and the country's 
intelligence division. Given the director's track record of 
success, and the massive scale of its release during the 
peak summer season, the film was expected to become 
one of the top-grossing titles of the year. However 
poor word of mouth spread quickly on the internet, and 
ultimately tt fell just short of 900,000 admissions. 


The autumn did not bring much respite for big- 
budget films, either. The Chuseok holiday season Is 
traditionally a time when high-profile local films are 
released, but 2018 was the first time in which no less 
than three movies budgeted at over 10 billion won 
opened in theaters together. The abovementioned /he 
Great Battle proved to be the leader of the pack, and 
though its two competitors were far from box-office 
disasters, they would struggle to make up for their high 
budgets. Police thriller 7he Negotiation dramatizes a 
standoff between a police officer (SON Ye-jin) trained 
in negotiating techniques and a terrorist (HYUN Bin) 
who has taken several high-profile figures hostage in 
Thailand. The slickly executed, well-acted genre film 
sold just under 2 million tickets, but lacked any original 
element to drive word of mouth. Also opening during 
the holiday was Feng Shui, a period drama about an 
expert In pungsu (geomancy), who uses his knowledge 
to try to negotiate a power struggle in the royal court. 
Although featuring a charismatic turn by actor CHO 
Seung-woo, this film also generated only medium levels 
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of excitement, finishing with 2.1 million tickets sold. 


Finally, in the months of October and November 
two more ambitious, effects-heavy movies reached 
theaters — both genre movies set during the Joseon 
Dynasty. Monstrum imagines a massive creature 
out in the countryside that, after being provoked by 
the King's forces, eventually moves in to target the 
palace itself. With lukewarm reviews, Vonstrum 
grossed just over 700,000 admissions (though it did 
pick up the Audience Award at the Sitges International 
Fantastic Film Festival of Catalonia). The even more 
ambitious Rampant is a mix of the zombie genre and 
the traditional period tale of palace intrigue. Although 
containing some truly impressive set pieces of zombie 
hordes overflowing the king's palace, this film too 
failed to win over the affection of most viewers, and 
its final tally of 1.6 million admissions was far short of 
its break-even point. 


But it was not all bad news at the box office in 2018. 
lronically, it was some of the more modestly-budgeted, 
lower profile releases that provided the industry 
with some of its best success stories. One notable 
example was the low-budget, found-footage horror 
film Gonjiam, released in March. From JUNG Bum- 
sik, one of the co-directors of horror classic Eo/taph 
(2008), Gonjiam plays off of a real-life urban legend 
about a now-abandoned psychiatric hospital outside 
of Seoul. With lesser-known actors in Its leading roles, 
it tells the story of a group of Youtubers who go out to 
investigate the supposedly haunted building, armed 
with a truckload of cameras to capture everything in 
real time. It has been many years since the heyday 
of contemporary Korean horror, when every summer 
saw the release of 4-5 new titles. Nonetheless, the 
genuinely scary Gonjiam rode electric word of mouth 
to amass 2.7 million admissions, making It the second- 
highest grossing Korean horror movie of all time. 


Also in March, another genre with an important place in 
Korean film history enjoyed a brief resurgence, through the 
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film Be With You. Tragic melodramas used to be a staple 
of the industry in the 1990s and early 2000s, with robust 
hits such as /he Letter (1997), A Promise (1998) and 7he 
Classic (2003). But film companies have moved away from 
the genre in recent years. Be With You by debut director 
LEE Jang-hoon Is a remake of a Japanese film of the same 
title, about a mother who returns from the grave to visit 
her grieving husband and young son. Starring SON Ye-jin 
and SO Ji-sub, the film received a modest-sized release 
but connected strongly with many viewers, allowing It 
to hang on for an extended run and to amass 2.6 million 
admissions. 


The second half of the year saw its share of modestly- 
budgeted, surprise hits as well. One of these was the 
coming-of-age relationship drama On Your Wedding 
Day, by debut director LEE Seok-keun. The story of 
a boy and girl who meet in high school and then go 
back and forth between friendship, separation and 
romance in the coming years struck a chord with 
young audiences for its lighthearted but honest look 
at how relationships change over time. Sure enough, 
in this case too positive word of mouth kept the film in 
theaters for an extended run, during which it racked up 
2.8 million in ticket sales.

But the most impressive display of the power of 
word-of-mouth marketing came with the release of 
the drama /ntimate Strangers at the end of October. 
A remake of the highly successful 2016 Italian film 
Perfect Strangers (which is being remade in numerous 
countries around the world, including Spain, France, 
Turkey, Mexico, India, Germany, Sweden and Qatar), 
the film tells the story of a dinner party where the host 
proposes a sort of game : that throughout the evening, 
each guest will put their phone on the table and share 
any incoming text messages or calls with the rest of 
the group. An examination of the extent to which our 
most intimate secrets are stored within the technology 
we use, /ntimate Strangers resembles a stage play in 
its restricted setting and reliance on dialogue, rather 
than visuals or spectacle. Nonetheless it came across 
to audiences as something excitingly new, and it would go 
on to accumulate a very impressive 5.3 million admissions. 


The success of /ntimate Strangers also highlighted 
another accelerating trend in recent Korean cinema : 
the preponderance of remakes. The list of films includes 
Believer, Illang : The Wolf Brigade and Be With You, 
all described above, as well as the big-budget Go/den 
S/umber and more modestly-scaled films like L/tt/e 
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BURNING 


Forest, The Vanished, What a Man Wants and Door 
Lock. In contrast to the large number of Hollywood 
remakes/reboots that build off of the name recognition 
value of the original (e.g. A Star is Born, Ghostbusters, 
or The Mummy), the boom in Korean remakes is more 
about finding good ideas. Most Korean viewers would 
be completely unaware of the 2011 Spanish film S/eep 
Tight, the 2011 Czech film Men in Hope, or the 2012 
Spanish film 7he Body (the source material for Door Lock, 
What a Man Wants and The Vanished. respectively). 


Little Forest in particular can be seen as a successful 
example of a Korean remake. Adapted from a Japanese 
manga by IGARASHI Daisuke, which in turn was made 
into a Japanese film by director MORI Jun‘ichi, L/tt/e 
Forest tells the story of a young woman who leaves her 
life in the city to return to her hometown, where she 
devotes herself to farming and cooking. The Korean 
version was made by acclaimed director YIM Soon-rye, 
and featured young star KIM Tae-ri (7he Handmaiden) 
in the lead role. Shot on a low budget, the film 
surprised observers with Its appeal to younger viewers, 
in part because of the film's thoughtful exploration of 
ambition and life values. It went on to gross a higher- 
than-expected 1.5 million admissions. 
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Amidst this curious juxtaposition of underperforming 
blockbusters and overperforming mid-budget films 
in the local market, Korean films were also finding 
success on the international festival circuit. In 
particular, 2018 will be remembered as the year when 
director LEE Chang-dong made his much-awaited 
return with the feature Burning, which premiered 
at the Cannes Film Festival. Loosely based on a 
MURAKAMI Haruki short story, and starring YOO 
Ah-in, debut actress JUN Jong-seo, and the well- 
known Korean-American actor Steven YEUN, the film 
tells the story of an aspiring writer who encounters 
his beautiful former classmate, only to then become 
acquainted with a rich, mysterious man whom she 
meets while abroad. Enigmatic in its plot details and 
themes, and suffused with a rich, charged atmosphere, 
the film was rapturously received by critics at Cannes. 
In fact, the film set a new benchmark by receiving the 
highest score ever in Screen International's annual 
Jury Grid (unseating the 2016 film Joni Erdmann) 
with 3.8 out of a possible 4 stars. Although Burning 
ultimately would not receive an award from the 
festival's main jury, tt went on to sell widely around 
the world and be named in many end-of-the-year 
honors and top ten lists. 


Although Burning was far and away the most widely

lauded Korean film of the year, a number of other 
features also received awards on the festival circuit. In 
August, Hong Sangsoo's Hofe/ by the Fiver premiered 
in competition at the Locarno Film Festival, and picked 
up a Best Actor award for veteran KI Joo-bong. The 
film depicts an aging poet who, while staying in a 
provincial hotel, feels suddenly that he is about to die, 
so he summons his two estranged sons. Later in the 
year the film also received three awards (Best Film, 
Best Actor for KI Joo-bong, and Best Screenplay) from 
the Gijon International Film Festival in Spain. 


Another film that won awards from multiple 
festivals was director JANG Woo-jin's third feature 
Winter's Night. After premiering at the 2018 Jeonju 
International Film Festival (which funded the work), 
the enigmatic work picked up Best Director and Best 
Actress (to SEO Young-hwa) awards at the Tallinn 
Black Nights Film Festival. It also won the Youth Jury 
Award at the 40th Nantes Festival des 3 Continents. 
Set in the tourist lake region of Chuncheon in Gangwon 
Province, the slightly surreal movie centers on an aging 
married couple who spend a night in a remote inn 
where they stayed 30 years previously. 


Meanwhile new independent feature C/ean Up by 
debut director KWON Man-ki of the Korean Academy 





of Film Arts took the top award in both the Busan 
International Film Festival's New Currents section, as 
well as at the 3rd International Film Festival & Awards 
Macao (IFFAM). The film tells the story of an alcoholic 
woman who Is then forced to confront some long- 
buried guilt from her past. 


Microhabitat by debut director JEON Go-woon picked 
up the top prize at the New York Asian Film Festival, 
the Tiger Uncaged Award. Having premiered at the 
2017 Busan International Film Festival, Microhabitat 
has received wide festival exposure as well as 
numerous citations at local film awards ceremonies 
like the Grand Bell Awards and Blue Dragon Film 
Awards. It also won the AOCC-Camera Lucida Award 
at the Fantasia International Film Festival in Montreal. 


In general, independent features had a mixed year 
in 2018, with a few breakout performances among 
documentaries but general struggles in terms of 
finding audiences. From a box office perspective, the 
clear standout was documentary /ntention by debut 
director KIM Ji-young. Although this is only one of 
several documentaries in the past few years to explore 
the tragic Sewol Ferry sinking in 2014, it reached a 
particularly wide audience, due in part to the narration 
recorded by top star JUNG Woo-sung. Its final tally 
of 540,000 admissions dwarfed that of any other 
independent release this year. 


Also generating considerably positive word of mouth 
was the documentary /he Children Gone to Poland, 
by actress-turned-director CHOO Sang-mi. The film 
explores the fates of a large group of orphaned 
children who were sent to Poland in the 1950s by 
North Korea, and later forced to return. Apart from 
interviewing residents of the village that housed the 
children, director CHOO also traveled with a young 
North Korean defector, adding another perspective to 
the gradually unfolding historical story. After debuting 
at the 2018 Busan International Film Festival, the film 
grossed closed to 50,000 admissions. 


Another critical standout among 2018's documentary 
releases was /he Remnants, by acclaimed directors 
KIM Il-ran and LEE Hyuk-sang. A sequel of sorts to 
the 2012 documentary /wo Doors, this latest work 
explores the lingering trauma from an incident in 2009 
when a number of activists protesting forced eviction 
from their homes perished in a sudden fire. Having won 
praise for its sensitive portrayal of this tragic event, 
the film was given the Grand Prize by the Busan Film 
Critics Association in their annual awards ceremony.

As for fiction features, a wide variety of independent 
features were released in theaters, with the sector 
as a whole displaying an impressive range of styles, 
themes and subject matter. Two of the best-reviewed 
titles premiered in 2017 at the Busan International Film 
Festival. After My Death, which won BIFF's New Currents 
Award that year, is a feature debut by KIM Ui-seok about 
the tensions unleashed in a girls high school after one 
student's suicide. With a standout performance by up and 
coming actress JEON Yeo-been, the film won multiple 
awards including a Special Jury Prize at the Fribourg 
International Film Festival in Switzerland. 


Meanwhile Last Child by debut director SHIN Dong- 
seok received similar levels of critical adulation for 
its story of grieving parents who form a bond with the 
student whose life was saved by their deceased son. 
Among its awards were a Best Feature prize from the 
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2017 Seoul Independent Film Festival, and the White 
Mulberry Award for Best New Director at the 2018 
Udine Far East Film Festival. 


One thing that is clear to all who follow the industry 
is that the talent base for Korean cinema is quite 
deep. Each year sees a new crop of talented young 
directors making their debut, and a growing number of 
filmmakers in both the commercial and independent 
fields are establishing distinctive directorial voices 
with their subsequent works. Yet as always, one of 
the industry's biggest challenges is to find a way to 
nurture and utilize this talent, within a system that 
throws up many creative and practical challenges. 
The mainstream commercial industry is increasingly 
streamlined to minimize risk, rather than promote 
the greatest degree of creativity. For the independent 
sector, the struggle is merely to survive in an 
environment where competition is fierce and the 
audience is hard to access. Despite some worsening 
box office trends that were apparent in 2018, there 
are still enough success stories to maintain hope in a 
successful future for Korean cinema.

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According to a survey by the U.S. military government in 1946, 78% of 
south Korean people wanted socialism and only 14% capitalism. In this 
situation, by appointing the pro-Japanese collaborators and the rightists, 
Syngman RHEE, who had not received the people's support, massacred 
those groups and civilians that were his political stumbling blocks. In 
dealing with the Jeju 4.3 Uprising in 1947 and the Yeosun Incident in 
1948, the Syngman RHEE administration began to establish a radically 
anti-communist country, eliminating both the conservative right-wing and 
the leftist forces. The Korean War having broken out, massive civilian 
massacre became regularized. In the beginning of the war, the National 
Guidance Alliance (NGA), which had been established to guide and 
enlighten the leftists, became a target of the massacres. It is partly true 
that the ex-pro-Japanese military and police made the massacres more 
gruesome in order to ensure their own survival.
